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ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN APRIL 


The six major factors indicating the trend of economic conditions recorded 
a slight gain in April over the preceding month. The increase in the deposit 
liabilities of the chartered banks was the main influence in raising the general 
average. Productive operations were at a somewhat lower level than in March. 
The speculative factors, including common stock prices and the volume of 
trading on the stock exchanges, recorded recessions. Wholesale prices of com- 
modities for long-term Dominion bonds were practically maintained in the 
month under review. The deposit liabilities of the banks rose from $4,216 
million at the beginning of March to $4,368 million one month later, the index 
consequently rising from 181 to 187-5. Dominion balances showed a recession, 
while the other main classes recorded advances. Notice deposits rose to a new 
high position at $2,225 million at the beginning of the month. 


Agriculture.—Wheat marketings, exclusive of durum, by farms located in 
the Prairie Provinces were 219-2 million bushels compared with 191-1 million 
in the same period one year ago. Wheat stocks declined from 414 million 
bushels on May 6, 1943, to 306 million on the same date this year. It was an- 
nounced that the expected disappearance of Canadian and United States wheat 
would be about 1,750 million bushels during the present crop year. The com- 
bined carryover of the two countries was expected to show a reduction of 540 
million bushels. Canada was expected to dispose of at least 500 million bushels 
of wheat in the period ending July 31, the largest disappearance in a single crop 
year since 1928-29. A Canadian carryover of 375 million bushels at the end of 
the crop year was suggested compared with the revised stock of 594 million 
bushels one year before. Exports of wheat and flour expressed as grain in the 
first half of the current crop year were at a level not far short of double the 
volume shipped in the same part of the preceding crop year. The actual total 
of 147-5 million bushels was 90-4 per cent greater than in the preceding year. 
The increase in area mostly in the Prairie Provinces was estimated at nearly 
four million acres over the levels of 1943. The increase was largely at the 
expense of oats, barley, flaxseed and summerfallow. The area intended for 
wheat based upon farmers’ plans at the end of April was 21-8 million acres 
compared with 17-5 million planted in 1943. 

Records for the livestock total were broken by Canadian producers of live- 
stock during 1943. An expansion of the output from farms assisted in meeting 
this demand which came not only from Canada with a high degree of employ- 
ment and resultant ability to purchase, but also from Great Britain and other 
allied countries. 


Mining.—The majority of the factors indicating the trend of mineral pro- 
duction recorded increases in April over the preceding month. Gold receipts at 
the Mint were 263,092 fine ounces against 266,365 in March. The production 
of coal in the first three months of the present year declined 4 p.c. from the 
levels of the same period of 1943. 

Manufactures.—The factors indicating the trend of manufacturing pro- 
duction were uneven in April. The output of the flour milling industry receded 
to a lower level after seasonal adjustment in the latest month for which statis- 
tics are available. The release of tobacco, including cigarettes and cigars, 
showed a decline, the general index receding from 228 to 142. 

The increase in the index of dairy production was due to the gain in the 
output of factory cheese. The increase was far greater than normal for the

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season, the index rising from 196 to 303. Exporting of canned salmon was 
resumed in considerable volume during April, the index rising to 208-6. The 
operations in the Canadian cotton textile industry during April were of lesser 
proportions than one year ago. Bale openings were 34,695 compared with 
39,774 in March and 38,994 in April last year. 

Declines were shown in the factors indicating the trend of forestry opera- 
tions. The index of newsprint production receded from 105 to 92. The appar- 
ent consumption of newsprint by publishers of the United States amounted to 
268,181 tons in April, a reduction of 17-4 p.c. from the same month a year ago. 
In the first four months of the present year apparent total consumption by 
publishers in that country at 1,040,028 tons showed a reduction of 14-8 p.c. 
from the same period of 1943. Shipments from Canada in the first four months 
represented 74 p.c. of the total supply of the United States compared with 
59 p.c. in the same period of 1939. 

Wages.—By far the widest advance in wages since early 1942 was that in 
the logging industry which amounted to fully 47-5 p.c. Quite substantial 
increases have been attained in general manufacturing, construction and main- 
tenance, services and trade. Transportation wages have risen but 2-7 p.c. on 
the two-year period, but wages in that division were then still considerably in 
excess of the Dominion average. 

The output of steel ingots during the first quarter of the present year at 
747,577 tons recorded an increase of 24,019 tons or 3-3 p.c. over the 723,558 
tons produced in the first quarter of 1943. According to the trend of employ- 
ment in the latest available month, the operations of the secondary iron and 
steel industry were at a lower level. 

Construction.—Construction contracts awarded in the month under re- 
view showed a substantial gain over the same period one year ago. The amount 
was $27-7 million, an increase of $11-6 million over the $16-0 million placed in 
April, 1943. During the first four months the aggregate was $83-7 million, a 
gain of $25-6 million. 

Internal Trade.—Retail sales in March increased 18 p.c. over February 
and were 9 p.c. greater than in the same month of last year. The dollar volume 
of wholesale trading in Canada during the same month averaged 9 p.c. greater 
than in March one year ago. An increase in trading activity was prevalent in 
each of the economic areas of the country. Canadian department stores’ sales 
were quite satisfactory for the first quarter of the year. Taking sales by 
selected departments, gains ranged from less than 1 p.c. in the division of food 
and kindred products to 18-7 p.c. in furniture. Total sales, all departments, 
at $70,997,000 showed an increase of 5-7 p.c. over a year ago. 

External Trade.—Canadian merchandise exports were valued at $283 
million in April surpassing the same month of last year by $55-2 million. The 
aggregate exports in the first four months of the year rose to $1,035 million 
against $777-9 million in the same period of 1943. In the first four months 
marked gains were reported in the outward shipments to the United Kingdom 
and the United States. The total shipment of commodities to the United 
Kingdom for the four months of the present year amounted to $384,583,000 
against $248,798,000 one year ago. Exceeding shipments of agricultural pro- 
duction by nearly $30 million, exports of iron and steel and their products led 
all groups in the trade breakdown for the first four months of the year. At 
$242,220,000 exports in this division accounted for not far short of 25 p.c. of 
total Canadian exports for the period. On a percentage basis, farm product 
exports showed the widest gain with 136 p.c., followed by a 115 p.c. gain in 
exports of textiles, etc. By a margin of $10 million over the exports to the 
United Kingdom, the United States was Canada’s best customer for the four 
months, taking supplies and miscellaneous lines of materiel to an amount of 
$394,600,000, a rise of 15 p.c. Together, the United States and the United 
Kingdom accounted for 75 p.c. of all Canadian exports for the period, which

In exports to all other countries there was an increase of 36 p.c. to $255,570,000. 


Railways.—The cumulative gross earnings of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
from the beginning of the year to May 14 amounted to $112-5 million, an in- 
crease of $14-8 million or 15 p.c. over the earnings in the same period of last 
year. 
. Gross revenue of the Canadian National Railway for April at $34,993,000 
was $3,451,000 less than in April, 1943, and although operating expenses were 
cut $835,000 to a total of $28,275,000, this was only sufficient to partially offset 
the decrease in gross. Resultant net operating earnings at $6,718,000 were 
$2,616,000 less than in April, 1943, when the total was $9,334,000. 

During the first four months of this year net operating earnings were also 
below the year ago comparison because of the magnitude of the drop in net 
during April. Gross since: January 1 at $139,821,000 exceeded that in the 
year ago period of $134,151,000 by $5,670,000. Operating expenses, however, 
expanded from $107,337,000 in the first four months of 1943 to $114,411,000 in 
that period of this year. Resultant net operating earnings were $25,410,000 
compared with $26,814,000, a decrease of $1,404,000. 

The revenue freight handled by the railways recorded an increase from 
1,117,000 cars during the first eighteen weeks of the year ended May 6 to 
1,229,000 in the same period of this year. The consequent increase was nearly 
112,000 cars. Important increases were shown in the movement of grain, live- 
stock, pulpwood, logs and other forest products, while declines were registered in 
coal, fruits, building materials and miscellaneous. The railway revenue freight 
loadings were estimated at 8,174,000 tons in April compared with 8,922,000 in 
March. The traffic in April of last year was 8,097,000 tons. 

Securities.—The net result of trading on the Montreal Stock Exchange 
and Curb market over the first quarter of the year was to add some $44-5 
million to the aggregate value of stock listings. The amount at the end'of the 
first quarter was $4,690 million compared with $4,645 million on December 31. 
Gains were shown in seventeen of the twenty groups of the classification. Divi- 
dend payments by companies listed on the Montreal Exchange and Curb market 
were $15-1 million in April against $15-6 million in the same month of 1943. 
The total for the first four months of 1944 was reported at $68-9 million against 
62-5 million. An unofficial index of dividend payments was practically un- 
changed in April, the standing for the month being 128-0 as compared with 
127-9 in the preceding month. The index does not contain any gold mining 
companies. It is designed to measure the general trend of dividend payments 
by industrial, commercial, utility and banking companies. 

Net sales of securities by Canada to other countries amounted to $7,500,000 
in February compared with $6,100,000 in January and $7,800,000 in December. 
Net sales to the United States were $9 million, while net re-purchases from the 
United Kingdom were $1-9 million. Net sales to other countries amounted to 
$400,000, being approximately the same as in January. Purchases during the 
month amounted to $8-6 million compared with $10-5 million in January and 
$7-2 million in February of last year. Sales to the United States were valued 
at $15-6 million, while purchases from that country totalled $6-6 million. 

Finance.—The ordinary revenue of the Dominion government was re- 
ported at $165-6 million in April against $176-2 million in the same month 
last year. War expenditures rose from nearly $137 million to $303 million. 
The ordinary expenditures were at a somewhat lower position, the total having 
been $28-8 million against $32-3 million. The Sixth Victory Loan applications 
reported up to May 17 numbered 2,761,000 against 2,607,000 for the comparable 
period on the Fifth Loan. The amount of subscriptions was $1,356 million 
against $1,338 million in the same period in the last loan.

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SITUATION ECONOMIQUE EN AVRIL 


Les six principaux facteurs tragant l’orientation de la situation économique 
laissent voir un léger gain en avril comparativement au mois précédent. L’aug- 
mentation des dépéts aux banques & charte est la principale influence qui fait 
avancer la moyenne générale. Les opérations productives sont 4 un niveau un 
peu plus bas en mars. Les facteurs spéculatifs, comprenant le cours des actions 
ordinaires et le volume des transactions boursiéres, accusent des pertes. Les 
prix de gros et les obligations 4 long terme du Dominion se maintiennent 4 peu 
prés aux mémes points le mois sous revue. Les dépéts bancaires augmentent 
& $4,368,000,000 contre $4,216,000,000 au début de mars et l’indice passe a 
187-5 comparativement & 181. Les soldes du Dominion diminuent, tandis 
que les autres principales catégories augmentent. Les dépéts & terme attei- 
gnent le nouveau sommet de $2,225,000,000 au commencement du mois. 

Agriculture.—Les fermiers des Provinces des Prairies livrent 219,200,000 
boisseaux de blé (A l’exclusion du durum), A rapprocher de 191,100,000 la méme 
période de l’an dernier. Les stocks de blé déclinent de 414,000,000 de boisseaux 
le 6 mai 1943 4 306,000,000 la méme date cette année. II est prévu que la 
disparition probable de blé canadien et américain sera d’environ 1,750,000,000 
de boisseaux durant la campagne courante. II est prévu que le report des 
deux pays diminuera de 540,000,000 de boisseaux. D’aprés les prévisions, le 
Canada disposera d’au moins 500,000,000 de boisseaux de blé pendant la période 
finissant le 31 juillet, cette quantité étant la plus considérable en toute campagne 
depuis 1928-29.

Cette augmentation se produit principalement aux dépens 
de l’avoine, de l’orge, de Ja graine de lin et des jachéres d’été. Les emblavures 
de blé projetées par les fermiers 4 la fin d’avril se chiffrent 4 21,800,000 acres 
contre 17,500,000 en 1943. 

Les éleveurs canadiens brisent tous les records de production de bestiaux 
en 1943. L’augmentation de la production des fermes aide 4 répondre non 
seulement 4 la demande du Canada, ov |’emploiement est 4 son plus haut degré 
et se traduit en un meilleur pouvoir d’achat, mais 4 celle de la Grande-Bretagne 
et des autres pays alliés. 


Industrie miniére.—La plupart des facteurs de la production minérale 
laissent voir des gains en avril comparativement au mois précédent. Les 
arrivages d’or & la Monnaie s’établissent & 263,092 onces fines contre 266,365 
en mars. La production de charbon au cours du premier trimestre de l’année 
courante décline de 4 p.c. en regard de la méme période de 1943. 


Manufactures.—Les facteurs de la production manufacturiére sont diversi- 
fiés en avril. La production de farine diminue, aprés ajustement saisonnier, le 
dernier mois dont les statistiques sont connues. Les dédouanements de tabae,

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6. CANADIAN FAILURES AS REPORTED IN DUN’S STATISTICAL REVIEW 
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L’avance de l’indice de la production laititre est attribuable 4 une aug- 
mentation de la production de fromage de fabrique. L’augmentation est 
beaucoup plus que normale pour la saison et l’indice passe de 196 4 303. Les 
exportations de saumon en boite reprennent en volume considérable en avril, 
l’indice avangant & 208-6. Les opérations de l’industrie textile du coton au 
Canada sont moins considérables en avril cette année que l’an dernier. Il 
s’ouvre 34,695 balles, & rapprocher de 39,774 en mars et 38,994 en avril l’an 
dernier. 

Les facteurs tracgant l’orientation des opérations forestiéres accusent des: 
déclins. L’indice de la production de papier & journal recule de 105 4 92. La 
consommation apparente de papier 4 journal par les éditeurs des Etats-Unis 
s’établit 4 268,181 tonnes en avril, diminution de 17-4 p.c. comparativement au 
méme mois de l’an dernier. Pendant les quatre premiers mois de |’année cou- 
rante la consommation apparente par les éditeurs de ce pays est de 1,040,028 
tonnes, diminution de 14-8 p.c. par rapport 4 la méme période de 1943. Les 
expéditions du Canada au cours des quatre premiers mois représentent 74 p.c. 
des approvisionnements globaux des Etats-Unis, 4 rapprocher de 59 p.c. la méme 
période de 1939. 

L’augmentation des gages de beaucoup la plus considérable depuis le début 
de 1942 est celle de 47-5 p.c. dans l’industrie de l’abatage du bois. Les aug- 
mentations sont trés sensibles dans |’industrie manufacturiére en général, la 
construction et l’entretien, les services et le commerce. Dans les transports, 
les gages n’augmentent que de 2-7 p.c. pendant la période de deux ans, mais dans 
cette division ils excédaient alors considérablement la moyenne du Dominion. 

La production d’acier en lingots durant le premier trimestre de l’année 
courante s’éléve 4 747,577 tonnes, augmentation de 24,019 tonnes ou de 3-3 p.c. 
comparativement 4 celle de 723,558 tonnes le premier trimestre de 1943. D’aprés 
orientation de l’emploiement le dernier mois dont les statistiques sont connues, 
les opérations de l’industrie secondaire du fer et de l’acier sont & plus bas niveau. 


Construction.—Les contrats de construction accordés en avril cette 
année augmentent sensiblement par rapport A l’an dernier. IIs se chiffrent a 
$27,700,000, augmentation de $11,600,000 comparativement aux contrats de 
$16,000,000 en avril 1943. Le total des quatre premiers mois est de $83,700,000, 
augmentation de $25,600,000. 


Commerce intérieur.—En mars les ventes de détail augmentent de 18 
p.c. comparativement 4 février et de 9 p.c. en regard du méme mois de |’an 
dernier. La valeur du commerce de gros au Canada pendant le méme mois est 
en moyenne de 9 p.c. plus considérable qu’en mars |’an dernier. L’activité 
commerciale est plus grande en chacune des régions économiques du pays. 
Les ventes des magasins & rayons au Canada sont tout 4 fait satisfaisantes le 
premier trimestre de l’année. Par rayon, l’augmentation des ventes varie de 
1 p.c. pour les produits alimentaires et connexes 4 18-7 p.c. pour les meubles. 
Les ventes globales, pour tous les rayons, s’élévent 4 $70,997,000 et laissent voir 
une augmentation de 5-7 p.c. par rapport 4 l’an dernier. 


Commerce extérieur.—Les exportations de produits canadiens valent 
$283,000,000 en avril, augmentation de $55,200,000 en regard d’avril l’an dernier. 
Les exportations des quatre premiers mois de l’année s’élévent 4 $1,035,000,000 
contre $777,900,000 la méme période de 1943. Les expéditions au Royaume- 
Uni et aux Etats-Unis augmentent d’une facon marquée les quatre premiers 
mois. Les exportations de denrées au Royaume-Uni s’établissent & $384,583,000 
les quatre premiers mois de l’année courante contre $248,798,000 l’an dernier. 
Les exportations de fer et d’acier et de leurs produits tiennent la téte de tous les 
groupes les quatre premiers mois de l’année et excédent de prés de $30,000,000 
celles de produits agricoles; elles se chiffrent & $242,220,000 et représentent prés 
de 25 p.c. de toutes les exportations canadiennes pendant la période. Sur une 
base de pourcentage, les exportations de produits de la ferme accusent le gain le 
plus considérable avec 136 p.c.; viennent ensuite les exportations de textiles, 
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etc., avec un gain de 115 p.c. Les Etats-Unis sont le meilleur client du Canada 
au cours des quatre mois; ils achétent pour une valeur de $394,600,000, aug- 
mentation de 15 p.c. par rapport A l’an dernier et $10,000,000 de plus que le 
Royaume-Uni. Ensemble, les Etats-Unis et le Royaume-Uni prennent 75 p.c. 
de toutes les exportations canadiennes pendant la période, soit un peu moins 
que l’an dernier. Les exportations canadiennes 4 tous les autres pays aug- 
mentent de 36 p.c. et s’établissent 4 $255,570,000. 


Chemins de fer.—Les recettes brutes du chemin de fer Pacifique Canadien 
s’élévent 4 $112,500,000 du début de l’année au 14 mai, augmentation de $14,800,- 
000 ou de 15 p.c. comparativement 4 la méme période de |’an dernier. 

Les recettes brutes du Canadien National se placent 4 $34,993,000 en avril, 
soit $3,451,000 de moins qu’en avril l’an dernier; bien que les dépenses d’exploi- 
tation diminuent de $835,000 et s’établissent 4 $28,275,000, elle ne neutralisent 
que partiellement la diminution des recettes brutes. Les recettes nettes d’exploi- 
tation, 4 $6,718,000, sont inférieures de $2,616,000 A celles de $9,334,000 en avril 
1943. 

Au cours des quatre premiers mois de cette année, les recettes nettes d’exploi- 
tation sont également plus faibles que celles de |’an dernier en raison de |’impor- 
tance de la diminution des recettes nettes en avril. Les recettes brutes depuis le 
ler janvier, & $139,821,000, excédent de $5,670,000 celles de $134,151,000 la 
méme période de l’an dernier. Cependant, les dépenses d’exploitation aug- 
mentent de $107,337,000 les quatre premiers mois de 1943 A $114,411,000 la 
méme période cette année. Les recettes nettes d’exploitation sont donc de 
$25,410,000 contre $26,814,000, diminution de $1,404,000. 

Les marchandises transportées par les chemins de fer augmentent de 1,117,- 
000 wagons les dix-huit premiéres semaines terminées le 6 mai 4 1,229,000 la 
méme période de cette année, soit de prés de 112,000 wagons. Les augmenta- 
tions sont importantes pour le grain, le bétail, le bois de pulpe, les billes et autres 
produits forestiers, mais il y a des diminutions pour le charbon, les fruits, les 
matériaux de construction et les denrées diverses. Les chargements ferro- 
viaires de marchandises sont estimés 4 8,174,000 tonnes en avril contre 8,922,000 
en mars et 8,097,000 en avril l’an dernier. 


Valeurs mobiliéres.—Le résultat net des opérations 4 la Bourse et au 
Curb de Montréal pendant le premier trimestre de l’année se traduit par l’addition 
de quelque $44,500,000 4 la valeur globale des titres inscrits. Le total a la fin 
du premier trimestre est de $4,690,000,000 contre $4,645,000,000 le 31 décembre. 


Les ventes nettes de valeurs mobiliéres par le Canada aux autres pays se 
placent 4 $7,500,000 en février contre $6,100,000 en janvier et $7,800,000 en 
décembre. Les ventes nettes aux Etats-Unis s’élévent 4 $9,000,000, tandis que 
les rachats nets du Royaume-Uni s’établissent 4 $1,900,000. Les ventes nettes 
aux autres pays se chiffrent 4 $400,000, 4 peu prés le méme montant qu’en 
janvier. Les achats pendant le mois se placent & $8,600,000, en regard de 
$10,500,000 en janvier et $7,200,000 en février l’an dernier. Les ventes aux 
Etats-Unis ont une valeur de $15,600,000, tandis que les achats de ce pays se 
chiffrent & $6,600,000. 

Finance.—Les recettes ordinaires du Gouvernement fédéral sont de 
$165,600,000 en avril contre $176,200,000 le méme mois de |’an dernier. Les 
dépenses de guerre augmentent de prés de $137,000,000 A $303,000,000. Les 
dépenses ordinaires sont un peu moins considérables, soit $28,000,000 com- 
parativement 4 $32,300,000. Les offres de souscriptions au sixitme emprunt 
de la victoire se chiffrent 4 2,761,000 & venir jusqu’au 17 mai comparativement a 
2,607,000 la période comparable pour le cinquitme emprunt. Le montant des 
souscriptions est de $1,356,000,000 contre $1,338,000,000 la méme période du 
dernier emprunt.

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II. NATIONAL INCOME 
Numbers and Remuneration of Working Proprietors 


The best statistics of the numbers of working proprietors are obtainable 
from the industrial section of the decennial census. The totals for 1931 were 
given on an occupational footing in Volume VII, Table 50, pages 558-597. 
Results by the industrial grouping system were compiled in full for the period 
in question from an unpublished table furnished by the Census Branch. The 
status classification which distinguishes between employers and ‘‘own accounts” 
is useful in connection with the estimation of remuneration rates. 


The final tabulation of the numbers of gainfully occupied by status classes 
according to the industrial classification for 1941, is in process at the time of 
writing. A considerable body of advance data has been published in census 
bulletins during the last three years. The results given in Table A are based 
mainly on the census returns for 1921 and 1931 with interpolation and pro- 
jection for other years. The estimates of numbers for intercensal years are 
based on the fluctuations in smoothed indexes of employment or the numbers 
of establishments as given by annual census reports. 


A working proprietor may receive his remuneration in several alternative 
ways. He may arrange to have his income placed on the payroll; make a with- 
drawal, perhaps of varied amounts, at irregular intervals; or strengthen the 
financial position of the business by neglecting to withdraw within a given 
period any remuneration whatsoever. 


The rate of withdrawal is difficult to estimate. The general plan is to 
assume that the average remuneration of the working proprietor will bear a 
rough relationship to that of the employees engaged in the same industry. It 
was discovered that the salary-wage rate tended to vary according to the age 
of the recipient. Working proprietors normally have a greater average age 
than that of employees in the same industry and geographic sector. This 
characteristic was appraised according to the relationships of the census period 
of 1930-31. A second plan was to place the remuneration of “own accounts” 
at the same rate as employees, assigning employers a remuneration of 150 per 
cent of the salary-wage rate. The rate paid to managers was noted when such 
information was available through the occupational section of the decennial 
census. As a fourth measure, cognizance was taken of the margin of the remu- 
neration rate of the working proprietors over that of the employee according to 
the reports on national income in the United States. 


The final rates were determined by averaging the results obtained by the 
four above-mentioned plans and the proprietor rate in 1920 was determined by 
assuming that the margin over the employee rate was proportionately the same 
as in 1930. Interpolation and projection were accomplished by means of 
indexes of wage rates and other pertinent data. The withdrawals, estimated 
for nineteen groups, were taken as the product of the numbers and rates. 


The withdrawals of working proprietors constituted nearly one-quarter of 
the flow of money from productive enterprise to individuals in return for 
participation in the productive process. This compares with 58 per cent paid 
in the form of salaries and wages, or 61 per cent, providing supplemental pay- 
ments to the employee class such as “‘no pay” living allowances and workmen’s 
compensation for injuries were included. 


The trend of withdrawals was downward during the 22 years under review. 
An index on the base of 1935-39 recording the trend receded from 138-6 in 1919. 
to 92-4 in 1940. As the numbers were well maintained throughout the period 
the decline in remuneration was due to the drop in the rate. The fluctuation 
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in the number of working proprietors was remarkably small, the mathematical 
variation in the numbers being less than is found in the vast majority of eco- 
nomic factors. Stability characterized the size of the status class, only minor 
changes having been shown in trend or fluctuation. 


Withdrawals vary greatly from one industrial group to another. They 
assume greatest importance in agriculture, service and trade. The withdrawals 
of the primary producers of Canada during the period were estimated at $550-4 
million per year, or 56-5 per cent of the total for all industries. The service 
group, including those engaged in professional activities, distributed 15-9 per 
cent, while trade occupied third place with a distribution of 14 per cent. Other 
groups, notably construction and manufactures, paid considerable amounts to 
their working proprietors in the form of withdrawals. Such income was esti- 
mated for six of the seven major groups, Government being excepted. The 
dividing line between working proprietor, on the one hand, and the corporate 
officer, and member of the board of directors on the other, is not clearly drawn, 
but the aim of the present statement was to restrict withdrawals to the unincor- 
porated section of productive activities. Withdrawals, consequently, are im- 
portant for but a few of the industrial groups included in the country’s economic 
system. Most industries are organized largely on the principle of separation of 
ownership from active participation in the process of production. 


The prosperity of enterprises over a period is dependent on conditions in 
the main industries from which the income is derived. The severe depression 
in primary industries, notably agriculture, accounted mainly for the declining 
trend of withdrawals during the twenty-two years. The setback in the grand 
total from the first half of the period amounted to about 24 per cent, the average 
of $1,105 million having declined to $842 million. Among the commodity- 
producing activities, advances in mining, manufactures and repair work failed 
by a wide margin to counterbalance the declines in other industries. The reduced 
return for the personal activities of farmers made up a large part of the general 
decline. The withdrawals of the trade group declined 20 per cent from $154 
million per year to $123-3 million. Financial activities are mainly carried on 
by incorporated companies, withdrawals in relatively small amount being calcu- 
lated for real estate and stock and bond brokers. ‘The rise in the average return 
to professionals and working proprietors in ‘‘other service’ was contrary to the 
prevalent trend. In view of these developments, withdrawals were of less 
relative importance as an income flow in the second half of the period than in 
the first, the decline being from 24-8 per cent of income payments to 19-5 per 
cent. 


The process of production, interpreted in a broad sense, is the centre of 
the nation’s activities. The creative influences consist of man himself, the 
active principle in production, and the material environment which he uses or 
works upon in the enterprise. The human forces are broadly divisible, accord- 
ing to their functioning, into two groups, employees and working proprietors 
or enterprisers. The latter group occupies the pivotal position in the economic 
system. Their function is to initiate productive activities, co-ordinating labour 
and capital into a combination for the production of goods and services. They 
are responsible for the employment of men and capital, engaging them in profit- 
able ways of meeting human needs.
